UTUMN’S glorious banners of red and gold fly from 
tree and hilltop, signalling the return to home and 
fireside, to city streets and the responsibilities of com- 

munity life. All summer long we have wandered, down 
green lanes, along the ocean’s shore or beside the river’s 
brink, taking our rest and recreation and thinking of our- 
selves. Vacation time has given us the liberty to enjoy such 
self-seeking and we have even considered it our duty “to 
take care of ourselves, to build up for the winter’s stress 
and strain.” But now that strength and repose have come 
to us through sunshine and God’s out-of-doors, let us 
remember to use that strength and that repose to help bear 
the burdens of life. Freedom from responsibility for a 
while has been necessary to bring back elasticity to our lives 
and now that the work time of the year has come let us 
remember that responsibility is the foundation stone of char- 
acter and in its practice can one forget self in that greater, 
wider life which it opens up to view. If we could but climb 


those hills of self and look up into the blue and then out on 


the distant horizon, what revelations might we not find ? 

So to the returning wanderer may we suggest that this is 
a good time to put away that thought of self. Our homes 
are being opened, our clubs reassembling, and a fresh start 
is possible. If self has claimed our attention in the past, let 
us now try the experiment of leaving it out of our consider- 
ations for at least a part of each day. Self-seekers are 
plentiful around us and we have all, no doubt, suffered from 
their depravations upon our little worlds. How to hold 
back their assaults and not lose our own heritage of gentility 
is one of the social problems of the day and one which seems 
as vet unsolved. The “exaggerated ego” is one of the dis- 
eases of our age; self-repression, restraint, modest worth, 
find themselves pressed into the background in these hustling 
days of the capital /; true culture and refinement are often 
jostled rudely to the rear by the “glittering self-expression” 
of many self-made leaders. Shall we step aside and let 
them run their course of personal exploitation? How shall 
we stem the current of their self-aggrandizement? Judg- 
inent, wisdom and tact have won in the world’s history, will 
they win here? Human life is swayed by public opinion 
and each one of us is a component part of this great force in 
the world. Let us bear our share of responsibility in creat- 
ing such public opinion that it shall demand the highest 
types as ideals. Individual responsibility in the end is the 
keynote to the situation. Each one of us is helping each 
day to build a national type, each one is helping to create 
public sentiment. We cannot escape this as long as we live 
and, if we would have a noble national type, we must do 
our share in expressing and acting a public opinion which is 
free from selfish ends. 

A little summer selfishness may be the privilege of many, 
but a long winter of self-sacrifice and self-repression is the 
hallmark of the great and the good. ‘Time weighs us all in 
its great balances and we are remembered not for what we 


got for ourselves, but for what we did for others.

HE Civic Club is constantly being counted as a municipal 
asset. Recently the Wisconsin State University estab- 
lished a municipal reference bureau, and in order that it 

might serve its purpose, the bureau suggests that the various 
municipalities in the State form civic clubs, hoping, by this 
means, to promote interest in good government. Civic 
clubs in the South recruit their membership from the women 
of their various communities and much good work has 
already been accomplished by their efforts. In Charleston, 
South Carolina, a civic club of women, besides its other 
educational and civic endeavors, has also been responsible 
for the playground idea in that city, and after ten years of 
effort has at last seen its plans perfected in the shape of a 
municipal playground in charge of a commission of nine, of 
whom five are women, members of the civic club. 

This is the first and only commission in the city of 
Charleston which includes women as members of its corpo- 
rate body and such official recognition of woman’s useful- 
ness as a citizen is another expression of the value of a civic 
club to a community. 


OMAN’S ability as an educator and charity worker has 
been signally recognized and honored during the past 
summer, both in the election of Mrs. Ella Flagg 

Young as President of the National Educational Associa- 
tion at Boston in July and in the bestowal by Yale Univer- 
sity of the honorary degree of Master of Arts upon Miss 
Jane Addanis, President of the National Conference of 
Charities and Corrections. Miss Addams 1s the first woman 
to be so honored by this most conservative of American uni- 
versities. These honors bring to women new opportunities 
and responsibilities and demand of them a self-restraint, 
constructive power and poise which are the ideals of the 
highest civilization and culture.

The plot is well 
carried out and turns on a prenatal physchological point in connection 
with the power of speech. “Ai/meny,” the heroine, is beautiful in form 
and character, and “Eric Marshall” teaches her many mysteries of life 
in the fascinating old orchard, where music, flowers, love and duty make 
a harmonious and pleasing setting. The book is satisfying and uplifting, 
showing all through the power of right. Vhere is a simple, wholesome 
atmosphere about the story which is a relief from the historical, prob- 
lematical or satirical novel of today. ‘Ihe four colored illustrations and 
outside portrait are most attractive, while the good print and wide 
margins make easy reading.

T THE Cincinnati Biennial each State President was 
requested to give in brief her State’s best asset. The 
following are the assets of The Keystone States: 


Frorwa.—According to a statement I saw recently, “Florida is 80 per 
cent. climate, 10 per cent. soil and 10 per cent. man.” This is rather 
sweeping in its character, and you would naturally reach the conclusion 
that my State’s best asset is its climate. In this you would not be far 
wrong.

Since our last biennial report we 
have grown from 28 to 36 clubs, with an increase of membership from 
1,200 to 1,600—not a large Federation yet, but it is the quality of its 
work that I would impress on you; and that has already been impressed 
on the people of Florida. I am happy to be able to say that this fact 
is now frankly conceded by our men and non-federated clubwomen, and 
they are calling on us freely to assist in the development of our beautiful 
sun-kissed land. * * * Lexa W. SHACKLEFORD, President.

Sui,on MoNuMENT: In 1900 a little band of women, 
the Shiloh Chapter, of Savannah, Tennessee, undertook the 


placing of a Confederate monument on the battlefield of 
Shiloh. The task was too great for them, and at the San 
Francisco convention the U. D. C. took up the work; the 
Gulfport convention re-endorsed the plan, and the President- 
General appointed a director from each State for this work; 
at Norfolk the personnel of this committee was made per- 
manent, all directors to serve through the life of the com- 
mittee. During the year ending with the Houston conven- 
tion $2,000 was added to the fund and now the committee 
has nine thousand dollars drawing interest, the Houston 
convention voting $1,000 from the U. D. C. treasury for 
this fund. This is one of the great co-operative works of 
the U. D. C. The monument will be placed in Shiloh 
National Military Park, on the battlefield where Albert Syd- 
ney Johnson gave up his life, and where the Confederates 
lost 10,000 and the lederals 13,000 men. The Confederate 
Monuments at Shiloh are still to be erected. Don’t you see 
why the South should raise at least one handsome shaft to 
her own? The Shiloh Committee U. D. C. has now 
decided to consider a design, for this monument. We want 
it to be representative and symbolic of the South, so help us 
with this fund that the monument may be impressive and 
beautiful, that the many visitors to the battlefield will be 
attracted to it, will go to it and read the inscriptions upon 
it which will tell the wonderful story of our soldiers’ valor, 
and in so telling shall antagonize none, but do justice where 
it is needed.

ALABAMA Division held its annual convention at Mont- 
gomery, May 11th-14th in the first capital of the Confeder- 
acy, with 136 delegates in attendance. Reports showed the 
unveiling of six Confederate monuments in Alabama dur- 
ing the past year, the establishing of a scholarship fund at 
Auburn, six new chapters had been chartered during the 
year ; 409 certificates of membership had been signed by the 
president; there was a balance of $358 in the treasury; 
children’s chapters were presented with, one a gold medal, 
the other a brilliant battle flag, the gift of Mrs. B. B. Ross, 
the president of Alabama Division; $1,400 is in hand for the 
Virginia Clay Clopton ‘Scholarship Fund; $248 were 
pledged for Jefferson Falkner Home at Mountain Creek; 
$50 appropriated for Christmas seals for the benefit of 
Arlington Monument Fund; in the amendments to the con- 
stitution it was decided not to allow children to vote in con- 
ventions, although the work of the children was endorsed 
and a partial proxy vote was allowed. The historical even- 
ing was in charge of the State Historian. Mrs. B. B. Ross 
was re-elected president of the division, and Mobile's invita- 
tion for the next convention was accepted. 


ARLINGTON MONUMENT, Mr. Streator, treasurer, reports 
receipts for month of April, $268.05. Total amount on 
hand April 30th, $15,536.13. 


Tue Division held its annual convention at 
Ocala in May. The reports showed three new chapters 
organized; $200 in the treasury; and total membership ot 
1.447. The commander of the Florida U. C. V.’s, Col. J. C. 
Davenport, addressed the convention; there are seven chap- 
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ters of the Children of the Confederacy in Florida, and five 
of these were represented in the convention and made 
reports. The Division appropriaied $50 to buy the Christ- 
mas seals. Arlington and Shiloh together received pledges 
for $300 at this convention. ‘lie division’s constitution 
was amended, removing all linit to the term of officers and 
the majority of the officers were re-elected for 1910-11. 
Madison was selected as the next place of meeting.

Our RESPONSIBILITY.—It is significant, that as our cities 
face their necessities as well-kept and law-abiding communi” 
ties, as well as their moral responsibilities as centres of civ- 
ilization, they hasten to introduce some form of the Merit 


System. Not one of our new city charters have failed to do 


this. There is a growing conviction that the State and city 


must be governed as business undertakings, with men and 


ineasures chosen because of power to serve the general well- 
being, with intelligence and integrity. The enormous 
amounts raised by taxation, should give us enough to use, 
liberally, for our social reforms, the need for which, and the 
demand for whicli is the necessity of an advancingly moral 
conception of civilization. There is something ensnaring in 
the very impersonality of the State and city. Men will rob 
them, either by the actual theft of funds, or by putting into 
responsible positions, men who have no fitness, and whose 
every move is wasteful or dishonesi, and whose only claim 1s 
of personal or political service. \Vhen you consider that it 
is calculated that 70 per cent. of money raised by taxation 
goes for war past or to come, and also what a large propor- 
tion of the balance is wasted by the inefficiency or dishon- 
esty, it is clear why so small a proportion of the whole is 
left for the great educating process for which America 
stands. If our good and devoied women could learn by 
heart, that what we call the Merit System or Civil Service 
Reform would give us millions for the great onward move- 
ment, to which we have pledged ourselves as a General Fed- 
eration, they would all put their shoulders to the wheel, and 
surely if women do that—the wheel would go round.

HE, reading hour in every home may be made useful 
and cultural by a careful selection of current litera- 
ture, and the books and magazines read in a home 

direct many of the opinions and views of that home. 


“The Betrayal,” by Walter Neale and Elizabeth Hancock, is a novel 
with a purpose. This story, of the political life of Virginia as a 
nation, is a keen and merciless satire on the yeomanry and peasantry of 
that State and attacks the great American theory that all men are 
created equal. The several love stories interwoven among the historic 
details add brightness and a human interest to the book, and there is an 
abundance of local color, many charming descriptions redulant with the 
air of the Virginia woods, especially the dainty pastoral telling of the 
Dabney-Dandridge wedding. But politics dominate the story; the 
political atmosphere is vivid and convincing and the scathing criticism 
of many Virginians of the readjuster period will evoke much con- 
troversy. Historical documents have been referred to, and many public 
men conspicuous in the life of Virginia since the war between the 
States appear in its pages with their personalities but thinly veiled, while 
some are even mentioned by name. The authors have brought their 
discussion up to date and the popular fiction of the day does not escape 
their caustic pens. They are both Virginians by birth and claim the 
right to criticism. Walter Neale is the successful president of the 
Neale Publishing Co., of New York and Washington, whose specialty 
is Southern publications, and has edited and compiled various books. 
Miss Elizabeth Hancock, author of Betty Pembroke, compiled “The Auto- 
biography of Jno. E. Massey.” “The Betrayal” is provocative of thought 
and discussion, North or South, and once read will leave its imprint on 
one’s views of life.

He is the public opinion, the con- 
science which makes her realize her failures. The book is carefully written, 
the characters well developed, and underneath the whole lies a moral needed 
in American social life today—those who are seeking material things 
and personal pleasures only never gain restful happiness or great leader- 
ship, nobody can live a life independent of local surroundings, and the 
strict adherence to right principles makes for success in the end. 
“Honora” pays the penalty! In a modern chronicle Mr. Churchill has 
again shown his wonderful power of description and analysis, combined 
with the genius of construction.
